The death of ex-Prosident Fillmore drop3 
one more of the few recent human links bind­ 
ing us to our political past. 
Though never a 
very positive man, ho was upon the whole 
cautious and laborious.

say that lie maintained his personal integrity 
through his long and arduous life. 
lie was a 
mild opponent of the proposed extension of 
slavery in tho days when the discussion of 
that troublesome subject began to be rabid 
and excited. 
Mr. Fillmore’s presidency of 
the Senate during tho debato upon the com­ 
promise measures of 1850 was eminently im­ 
partial and firm. 
Indeed, so much so, that 
members of Congress were not able to decide 
what were his own sentiments upon the issue 
before that body, 
lie ramarke.l, however, to 
President Taylor that if lie ind been obliged 
to give the easting vole he should have thrown 
it in favor of some compromise measures. 
From the unpopularity which ho brought upou 
himself throughout the North by signing the 
Fugitivo Slave bill after his accession to the 
chair upon the death of Geu. Taylor, Mr. Fill- 
m ire never recovered. 
Whatever comment 
posterity may justly make upon that act of his 
o flcial life, the wisdom and liberality of the 
g iucral course of his administration cannot be 
called seriously in question.

ment from public life in 185S Mr. Fillmore de­ 
voted himself to literary study and the ameni­ 
ties of society, of which many agreeable 
phases surrounded him in his retreat at Buf­ 
falo.

The merchant is thus placed at the 
msrey of the government. 
Phelps, Dodge & 
Ca. of New York and Jordan, Marsh & Co of 
Bastón are representative of the very best 
c!as3 of merchants, and if they are subject to 
robbery then uo merchant can safely under­ 
take tn import goods. 
But a still mnre grave feature of this reve­ 
lation of the spy raid upoa the merchants is, 
that it shows it to be in reality a fearful cru­ 
sade against law itself. 
When an honorable 
guild of merchauts, who Tor years have mani­ 
fested conspicuous probity in all their tran­ 
sactions, is put on the same level as protes- 
sional rogues, and instead of receiving the 
advantage of favorable construction are sub­ 
jected to the most pitiless persecution that 
the most strained construction of technicali­ 
ties can devise, not alone the mercantile clas3 
but the enure community acquire a contempt 
not only for the law in .question, but even for 
all law.

Inasmuch us the expenses of the city 
government are the main topics, it would have 
been a valuable addition to the m essage to 
have had an itemized and aggregated state­ 
ment of the expenses of Hie villages and town 
the year previous to the organization of the 
city government. 
As we have now the first 
full year’s operations under the city charter 
we think it desirable that such a comparison 
should be made, and hope to present it during 
the week. 
The Mayor holds the very just principle that 
each year’s revenue should meet the expenses 
except for works of permanent value, ami the 
recommendations for greater economy will be 
heartily approved by oar citizens. 
We are in­ 
clined to think, however, that $30,000 is too 
small a sum to meet the current expenses; it 
certainly is unless a much more rigid opposi­ 
tion to expense is developed and persisted in. 
Tiie streets are unquestionably the place 
where the most money as well as the most dirt 
is thrown away. The difficulty is radical. Wo 
patter away at the top, and our work has to 
be done over every spring. 
Permanent im­ 
provement will secure not only better streets, 
but also lighter tax-rolis. 
We have thrown 
money enough into temporarily cheap grading 
like the filling up of Gross’ pon l by the never- 
ending grading of Newkirk avenue to almost 
pul the whole of Ilasbrouck avenue in as good 
a condition as its sample portion. 
Until the Common Council decides on some 
real system of road-making, the dictate of 
economy is to put the streets in charge of a 
man capable of doing both the surveying and 
superintendence, providing ho has tho firm­ 
ness necessary for the position. 
Another prolific source of expense is the 
fire department. 
While it renders efficient 
service when called upon, it is much too ex­ 
pensive, an d wre think the Common .Council 
can with much prolil examine these expendi­ 
tures and find a great many capable of con­ 
sid erab le co n tractio n . 
One thing should c e r­ 
tainly be resolved o n — that all apparatus here­ 
after purchased shall be constructed for ser­ 
vice, Dot for show. 
Tuero is money enough 
invested in useless gewgaws and lineiy on the 
apparatus ow ned by th e city to buy the now 
steamer ¿asked for but refused by th e tax­ 
payers,

The states having been called through, 
Dawes of Massachusetts rose and announced 
the death of ex-President Fillmore, and said 
the death of a man who had held such an ex­ 
ulted position iu public and in private life 
made it the duty of the House to arrest its 
further proceedings and lake some proper no­ 
tice of such au event. 
It seemed proper that 
as Fillmore was a citizen of New York a mem­ 
ber from that stale should 
have an oppor­ 
tunity to present such resolutions as might 
seem appropriate. 
He would therefore yield 
tho floor to Cox. 
Mr. COX said, “ The House is not unaware 
that the other branch of Congress has ad­ 
journed in honor of one of the most distin­ 
guished cx-meinbers of this House—ex-Pres- 
ideul Millard Fillmore of the stale of New 
York. 
Ills elegance of manner, his stainless­ 
ness of character and his distinguished ser­ 
vices as chit f magistrate of the United States 
deserve instant recognition by Congress at 
this time, when the nation is listening to the 
announcement 
of his death. 
I therefore 
move the following resolution: 
“ The House, having received with becom­ 
ing sensibility and sorrow intelligence of the 
death of Millard Fillmore, ex-President of 
the United States, at Búllalo, New York, on 
the 8th instant, does hereby resolve: 
“First, That the members of this nouse, of 
which he was a distinguished member and 
leader, ua te in honoring the purity of ids pri­ 
vate character, the probity, ability and patri­ 
otic motives which illustrated his public ca­ 
reer m il the ¡.race and dignity which marked 
his retirement of the latter years of his life. 
“Second, That as a token of honor to the 
many virtues, public and private, of the illus­ 
trious stuteman whose death in the ripeo»rs 
of bis age has arrested the attention of the ua- 
tion the Speaker of the House is instructed 
and autkuiizsd to appoint a conirhittee of 
seven members to attend the fuueral of Mr. 
Fillmore on behalf of the House and to com­ 
municate a copy of these resolutions to the re­ 
latives of deceased.” 
Mr. WOOD of New York added 
his testi­ 
mony to that given by Messrs. 
Dawes and 
Cox as to the public and private character of 
Mr. Fillmore and seconded the resolutions. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee said that lie 
regarded Fillmore as more than a cit izen of 
New York. 
He regarded him as having been 
adopted by the couulry at large. 
When the 
clash of arms resounded at the opening of the 
rebellion and through the continuance of the 
struggle his voice had been heard with 110 un­ 
certain sound to indicate the character of the 
contest and from that time to the day of his 
death all the excitement of public aflairs laid 
not drawn from him a siagie utterance calcu­ 
lated to embarrass his successors in office. 
His character hud been singularly pure and 
his conduct singularly forbearing.

cases. 
Various 
questions 
were 
asked 
about 
the 
seizure 
of 
books 
and 
papers, 
to. which 
Schultz 
replied . 
that 
warrants 
are 
seldom 
served, but the moiety held up to the mer­ 
chant when by arrangement or intimidation 
tbe merchant consents that his books shall 
be removed for examination. 
Oue of the 
highest authorities on constitutional law ad­ 
vised that men thus acting be shot on the 
spot, and another legal gentleman advised 
that seizing ollicers who exceed their duties 
should be warned tliat they act on their peril. 
Merchants hereafter would b.: inclined to take 
their own counsel and not be terrified. 
After 
further remarks by Schultz in elaboration of 
points hereafter mentioned Mr. Wood said he 
could prove that private letters from the wife 
to the husband hud been used to make parties 
disgorge, 
after which the committee ad­ 
journed. 
W ashing to n, March 
9.—The Ways and 
Means held another session to-night. 
Jack­ 
son S. Schultz was called, but merely reiterat 
ed his former statements. 
Daniel C. Robbins, of McKesson & Bobbins, 
was heard in a general arraignment of the 
government for a bungling and injurious tarifl 
legislation. 
He advocated uniform specific 
duties instead of ad valorem,and said the gov 
em inent should make restitution to the robbed 
and defrauded merchants or never bold up its 
head in the civilized world again, and thought 
tbe governm ent needed to look more closely 
to its own character before attempting í 
wholesale onslaught upon private reputations 
John Austin Stevens said the moiety system 
was unnecessary because the laws, if properly 
administered, were sufficient for the collection 
of revenue. 
John C. Hopper, of the Importers & Gro­ 
cers’ Board of Trade, of New York, was next 
heard. 
He devoted himself more to argu­ 
ment than to testimony as tothe moiety system 
and was several limes called to his subject by 
the members of the committee.

IMPEACHMENT CASES.

Thu review of the disbursements for tho 
year now closed enforces tho conviction that 
the amount of tax allowed by tho charter to 
bo raised for the current expenses of the city 
($30,030) is much too limited, unless some 
mean* are devised for a more economical ex­ 
penditure and a belter adaptation of tho city’s 
wants to tee fund* provided for them; and 
failing to do this ive shall be obliged to apply 
to the Legislature for the privilege of increas­ 
ing tho amount so to be raised, as we cannot 
in anywise expect to create a debt for po-ten- 
ty lo meet unless there is some permanent an I 
tangible good accompanying tho same. 
Before lo vevcr nuking 'such application 
we should use our Ulm st endeavors 10 Using 
these expenses within reasonable limit?, and 
in doing ibis tho ti rat thing in my opinion to 
which our attention should bo directed i) the 
manner of the construction and repair of the 
streets, roads, culverts aud bridges of tho 
city. 
The charter provides a system for the grad­ 
ing and paving of streets, and the co n frac­ 
tion of culverts mid sewers, to bo paid for 
without recurrence lo this fund, but owing to 
a misunderstanding or the spirit u) well as 
loiter of the charter, ami perhaps a desire iii 
some to cscjp? part of the special assessment 
that would fait upon them, there has been a 
constant endeavor lo have work of this kind 
iii part accomplished and the General Fund 
depleted iii so doing.

Causes.** 
In the First Riforrnsd Dutch Church up­ 
town Suiday evening Itcv. D. N. Vandcvero 
delivered to a larze audience a discourse ou 
“ Christianity a failure, audits causes,” taking 
a* his text the 1st verse of the 53d chapter of 
Isaiah, “ Who hath believed our report? and 
to whom is the arm of the Lord revealed?” 
Tbc speaker said the most complicated prob­ 
lem of the day for the church is the conver­ 
sion of the masses, and in that respect it ¡3 
plainly demonstrated the church is a num eri­ 
cal failure. 
Not one-haif, but the majority of 
young mou iu every parish, men of intelligence 
and intellect, representing some of the beat 
elementa of the human character, are arrayed 
on the side of the world. 
The revereud gen­ 
tleman then said one of the sources of the 
weakness of the church is, that the Gospel is 
not popularly stated. 
Preachers are too apt 
to discourse upon tho dogmas oí the past 
ages; that Christianity should be taught as It 
is to-day, for men prerer to receive from the 
running stream iustead of drinking from stag­ 
nant waters. 
The interpretation of Christian­ 
ity as given during tho barbarous ages is uot 
Christianity as it should be taught at the pres­ 
ent day, aud thousan Is are repelled from the 
church by the ske’eton3 of a departed theolo­ 
gy. 
The Gospel fails because it is not kept 
u,) to tho* times. 
Another cause of failure is 
because 
of 
incompetent 
ministers. 
The 
preacher is too apt to argue to the intellect 
an I not to tho heart; too apt to argue to sus­ 
tain his own opinion to the detriment of tne 
cause. 
There are different interpretations 
oí tho Scripture, 
diflereut 
creeds, 
bat 
the first and m iiu object always should be the 
conversion of the soul. 
We preach theology 
too much. 
It is inferior as a persuasive pow­ 
er on Lite soul. 
To tell men how to be saved 
is much, but to s ive m .*n is more. 
You can­ 
il at make men believe your particular creed is 
the charter of Heaven, for by Insisting you 
are right always, implies others are wrong. 
You should not preach the theology of Luther, 
Calvin or Wesley, hat the theology of the 
heart. 
Another cause is a deficiency of a mission­ 
ary spirit. 
Many of the noblest souls can be 
found in the garret, and the members of the 
church cannot reach these by sitting on dam­ 
ask cushions. 
Another weakness is popular 
prejudices, ar.d false notions of Deity.

of discussion,but no decision.

ii not a vernal issue, but a steru fact.

whether you agree with the orthodoxy of oth­

Christians, 
bat 
whether 
your 
own 
heart h is 
been 
changed. 
Religion 
suf­ 
fers because it 13 erroneously advertised. 
It labors at an immense disadvantage because 
of hypocrisy. 
Men wear solemn faces, are 
painful about revivals and drive sharp bar­ 
gains. 
These are tho oues who drive away 
the men of tho world. 
The world judges with 
a sharp eye, and Las a right to judge tho 
church by t tie actiou3 of its disciple*. 
When 
you see a man whose prayers are better titan 
Ills practices, do not say, “ There is a speci­ 
men of your Christian,” but rather say-, “I am 
looking at a hypocrite, not a Christian. 
There 
can be no such thing as a lying Christian or a 
dishonestChrislian.” The preacher then drew 
a powerful picture of the two parties arrayed 
against each other.

A R e m a r k a b l e C ase. 
One of the most remarkable cases perhaps 
c.cr known in this county, 
was tried before 
the Referee, Miriu3 Schoonraaker, on Satur­ 
day last. 
The plainlills, John Riley and oth­ 
ers, are the children and widow or Hugh Riley, 
I ite deceased, and bring an action against 
Patrick King to sot aside a mortgage of 
seventeen hundred dollars, executed by Riley, 
on the ground of forgery. 
The facts are as 
fo lows: 
On the 31st day of August, 1851, 
Hugh Riley purchased of Patrick Kiug two 
pieces of land situated in the town of ItoseD- 
da'o, near lock No. 3 on the Delaware & Hud­ 
son Canal, for the consideration of $1,300, re­ 
ceiving a deed therefor which was recorded 
in the Ulster County Clerk’s office in 1854. 
0:i this purchase was paid $340, and a moit- 
gige given by Riley for the balance $760, 
with a bond in the penalty of $1,520. 
Hugh 
II ley died on the 18th of January, 1872, and 
the mortgage was not recorded until January 
24 h, 1872. a short time after Lis death. When 
■■ceorded, 
the amount secured had 
been 
changed from seven hundred and sixty dollars 
to seventeen hundred an 1 sixty dollars. 
The 
forgery was a bold one, lor the “ leen” had 
been added to the seven and run beiow the 
line. 
It was also in a diflorent handwriting. 
The.am >unt of tiie penalty of the bond had 
not been changed, but remained Ufteen hun­ 
dred end twenty dollars, while the amount of 
the condition had been altered to seventeen 
hundred and sixty dollars, the “ teen” in a 
dillerent handwriting and m different colored 
ink. 
The plaintiffs proved by j James O’Reardon, 
a school teacher, -\ ho is now teaching in 
Stony Hotlow, that in the fall of 1871 he was 
at Creek Locks, when Patrick King brought 
the mortgage to him, saying the 'alteration or 
change of “seventeen” was not satisfactory 
and wanted O'RearJou to do it better. O’Rear- 
do.t replied there was no use putting seven­ 
teen below, while it contradicted it at the top; 
that it was a forgery and lie couldn’t do it. 
Witness said he showed it to his wife Eleanor 
O’Rsardón, who also said it must be a forger/. 
When King saw O'Reardon was angry he said 
it was only a trivial matter, and of but lit*le 
consequence. 
Mrs. O’Rcurdoa corroborated 
tiii- statement. 
Tne defendant, we understand, does not de­ 
ny art alteration was made, but denies that lie 
did it; that at the tíme of the conveyance de­ 
fendant was a man of intemperate habits, and 
disposed to squander his properly. 
Hugh 
Riley was Lis brother-in-law, and confidential 
and trusted agent, friend and legal adviser, 
ho (defendant) being unable to read or write. 
At this time Hugh Riley being unmarried 
u ged defendant to convey to him his property 
in trust f or safe keeping, so that the defend­ 
ant. woul I not sqainder it. 
King then gave 
tho deed before mentioned, Ililey promising to 
hold it in safe keeping and at any time to re- 
co.ivey it back to Him. 
Riley executed an in­ 
strument iu writing to that effect, which writ­ 
ing cannot now be found; that to further 
protect the tights of King, Riley gave him a 
mortgage for S7G0, which Hugh Riley himself 
changed soon after to $17G0,in order that there 
could be no question about Us sufficiency to 
cover the value of tho place. 
The mortgage 
was uot recorded until after the death of 
Hugh Riley, because defendant did not sup- 
pose it necessary, as he considered himself 
the real owner oí the property until the plaiu- 
lifls claimed it. 
Defendant claims further 
that the defeasance or paper executed by Ri- 
ly has been stolen by some one, so it could 
not be used iu this case. The case is certainly 
complex enough to puzzle the braiu of any 
court, and is the strangest piece of bungling 
we ever heard of. The attorneys in the case 
are R. F. Maeauley for plaintifls, A. J. Mellon, 
of counsel for plaintiffs; Van Etten & Clear­ 
water for the defendant. 
The case was ad­ 
journed to March 31st.

This review of the disbursements for the 
year now closed enforces the conviction that 
the amount of lax allowed by the charter to 
be raised for the current expenses of the city 
($30,000) is much loo limited, unless some 
meaus are devised for a more economical ex­ 
penditure and a better adaptation of tho city’s 
wants to tne funds provided for Lbeiii; ami 
failing to do this we shall be obliged to apply 
to the Legislature for the privilege of increas­ 
ing the amount so 10 be raised, as we cannot 
in anywise expect to create a debt for posteri­ 
ty to meet unless there is some permanent and 
tangible good accompanying tho same. 
Before Lo vevcr making such application 
we should use our utm st endeavors 10 bting 
these expenses within reasonable limit?, and 
in doing this the first thing in my opinion to 
which our attention should be directed is the 
manner of the construction and repair of the 
streets, roads, culverts aud bridges of the 
city. 
The charter provides a system for tiie grad­ 
ing and paving of streets, and the construc­ 
tion of culverts and sewers, to bo paid for 
without recurrence to this fund, but owing to 
a misunderstanding of the spirit as well as 
letter oí the charter, and perhaps a desire in 
some to escapa part of the special assessment 
that would fall upon them, there has been a 
constant endeavor to have work of tins kind 
iu part accomplished and the General Fund 
depleted in so doing. 
This fund has al3o suffered from the imper­ 
fect manner in which much of the work tlfat 
was intended to be permanent lias been exe­ 
cuted. 
It lias frequently required a large ex­ 
penditure to properly secuto the work after 
having been accepted by the authorities. 
It should be our duty to have the principal 
streets of the ci y, those over tho surface of 
which there is a heavy traffic, and those which 
from their peculiar situation require it, to be 
properly graded and paved, and their culverts 
and bridges permanently constructed, at tho 
expense of the property benolitted (the city 
bearing its proporlio'n to be added in tlie next 
general tax), tnen it will be proper tiia'. they 
hould be kept in gio.l repair and condition 
at the expense of the General Futnl. 
The expense attending the care of the 
streets is also increased by the slovenly habits 
of the inhabitants of some sections 01 the city 
of deposit'm : their coal ashes and other rub­ 
bish and garbage therein, without regard to 
the hind ranee to travel, the cost of removal, 
or the unsightly appearance that it presents to 
strangers visiting our town. 
Proper ordi­ 
nances prohibiting tins evil should be passed 
and entorced. 
The Street Superintendent should have the 
care of all the streets under the direction of 
the Common Couucil or the Committee on 
Streets, and not be subject to directions from 
the Aldermen of the wards in which the work 
is being done, as the c o m m itte e is made up of 
Aldermen 
from tiie dillerent departments 
and therhfore more likely to be just to all par­ 
ties. 
Our Fire Department now consists of nine­ 
teen companies, viz: four Steam Engine Com­ 
panies. live Hand Engine Companies, eight 
Hose Companies and two Hook & Ladder 
Companies, und it is manned by six hundred 
and seventy-nine active; besides a large num­ 
ber of hoiiorary'membcrs 
It probably is as 
well organized as any of the voluntary fire de­ 
partments in our neighboring cities, and sev­ 
eral times during the year past it has been the 
means of saving our city from the desolation 
that has fallen upon so many oilier towns 
throughout tho land. 
To keep a department of this magnitude in 
even good working condition and iis appara­ 
tus in proper order, is all we can expect to 
call upon the General Fund to furnish, and any 
increase or replacement of new for old ma­ 
chines, carriages or houses cannot reasonably 
be expected unless a special tax is voted lor 
lhat purpose. Your attention has been directed 
more especially to these two departments be­ 
cause of their absorbing more than half of the 
money taken from the General Fund, but there 
are other expenses that cati be very much re­ 
duced if bills are closely scrutinized and im­ 
proper items rejected. 
Our elections, costing as they do r.eail/ 'wo 
thousand dollars, seem to be more nurden- 
suma titan necessary. 
We can hardly expect 
to have our semi-annual registies abolished. 
They should howe/er be accomplished with a 
minimum amount of labo , and extra cleri s 
ami allowances dispensed with. 
The Committee 011 Auditing Accounts lias 
an arduous mid responsible position, and it 
has heretofore been faithful to us trust, as 
may also be sjid cf the Committee on Streets 
and Committee of the Fire Department, aud 
as so iiiucli depends ou the action of these 
committees for the proper expenditure of the 
lundsof the city it is to be hoped that per­ 
sonal inconvenience will not interfere with the 
thoroughness demanded by this appointment 
during the coming year. 
For lighting the streets we now have two 
hundred and fifty five Iamp3, one hundred and 
thirty-four of which burn gas, and one hun­ 
dred and twenty-one are gasoline or kerosene 
lamps. 
The expensa or maintaining these 
draws heavily from the General Fund, but for 
this I see no relief, as we can illy dispense 
with any of the light we now have and will 
undoubtedly be called upon to put up more 
lamps where needed. 
The gasoline lumps arc 
now attended to in the various sections of th e’ 
city by several oillerent persons, who render 
their bills quite irregularly, thus requiring a 
reat deal of attention from die Committee on 
Lamps and tiie Committee on Auditing Ac­ 
counts. 
I would suggest the propriety of 
awatding the care and lighting of all these 
lamps to some one responsible party, with se­ 
curity that the work shall lie well and faith­ 
fully performed, 
'i lie care of litis department 
would also be lessened by preparing a suita­ 
ble map on which were definitely located ail 
the lamps of tne city. 
The Board of Health, through the efficient 
services of the Health Officer and Health Su­ 
perintendent, have made several improvements 
in regard 10 the disposition of oil at and the 
removal of disease inducing deposits and nui­ 
sances; but there are several things yet re­ 
maining untouched that are prolific sources 
of disease and death, not the least of which is 
the condition and location of many of the pnvy 
vaults throughout t lie city. 
It the household­ 
ers, landlords and tenant? would m ike suit­ 
able arrangements by which they could use as 
disinfectants the coal ashes with which they 
now encumber the street?, alleys and yards, 
two almost intolerable nuisances would be 
abated. 
Another matter lhat requires attcntiou is 
tho want of proper ilrainge in several largo 
sections of the city, more particularly of the 
Fifth Ward,where many of me cellars are par­ 
tially filled with stagnant and offensive water. 
Ann street should have a moderate-s zed sewer 
or pipe laid through its wlioie length, con­ 
necting with the sewer in Division street by- 
carrying it through Mill street or connecting 
witn the proposed sewer between Chambers 
street and Uasbrouck avenue, should lhat be 
constructed. 
A sewer through John street 
discharging at one end in the brook in Lucas 
avenue and at the other end at the same point 
that the culvert now does near the junction of 
John 
and East Front streets, would add 
greatly to the comfort and convenience of all 
that part of the First Ward. 
My impression 
is that if these two small sowers were put 
down a commencement would be made by 
which the city would gradually and without 
great expense become properly drained. 
The bonded debt of the city at present is 
six hundred and fifty thousand six hundred 
anil sixty dollars, of which lour hundred and 
thirty-one thousand, four hundred and sixty 
dollars was contracted to pay for stock of the 
Rondout and Oswego Railroad; one hundred 
and sixty-nine thousand, two hundred dollars 
to pay for stock of the Wallkil! Valley Rail­ 
way; twenty thousand for paying tiie late 
village indebtedness; 
twenty-five thousand 
for building the Alms House, and five thous­ 
and for payments on the City Hall. 
It would very greatly help to a proper un­ 
derstanding of the City’s affairs if the annual 
reports from the different commissions ac­ 
companying the Treasurer’s were presented at 
the first meeting of the Commou Council im- 
mexlialely after its organization. 
This system 
is tho one followed in many cities. 
They arc 
then published iu one form and used for future 
reference. ■ 
Relying upon the help of Providence and 
putting forth our best efforts for the moral 
and material welfare of our city, we may be 
assured of success.
